W ashington. April 
7.— Extension 
of the senate prohibition investiga­ 
tion was demanded by the wets to­ 
day to permit many of 
their 
w it­ 
nesses to take the stand who might 
otherwise be prevented from testify­ 
ing because of the time restriction 
Meantime the drys began arrang ­ 
ing their array of witnesses for their 
turn to present evidence beginning 
next Monday and they 
announced 
that “ women will have the right of 
w ay” on the first day. 
Representing 
the 
farm, 
home, 
church, school, missionary societies 
and the political arena, 
they 
are 
coming from all states. 
Mrs. Ella A. Boole, president 
of 
the W. C. T. U., and Mrs. Henry W. 
Peabody, chairman of the National 
W omen’s Law Enforcement commit­ 
tee, are already here. 
A joint com­ 
mittee with the Anti-Saloon League' 
W. C. T. U. and similar orders repre­ 
sented, will be in charge of the dry 
time. 
“ This question is so 
stupendous 
th at it cannot possibly be touched 
in the six days alloted to us.” Sen­ 
ator W alter E. 
Edge, 
republican, 
New Jersey, leader of the congres­ 
sional wet bloc, told 
the 
United 
Press, announcing his 
purpose 
of 
seeking an extension. 
' “ Only a small portion of our w it­ 
nesses can be heard during our 24 
hour day in court. 
We have scores 
of others who can give the commit­ 
tee helpful information in regard to 
conditions. 
“ Congress ought to have such in­ 
formation in considering legislation 
and I cannot conceive that the com­ 
mittee will adhere to its origijftaYlipv 
tention and exclude our 
wJtnejiseR 
from the stand. 
“ It is like telling us that we can 
have an opportunity to present^.our 
case but "we cannot offer our 
-wit­ 
nesses.”

Frankly the wets are not e x u l t ­ 
ant over the testimony offered by 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
Andrews and they intend to call four 
new witnesses today, District A ttor­ 
ney Emory Buckner of New York, 
Dr. William C. Woodward, secretary 
of the American Medical Association, 
Chicago; Judge Alfred F. Tolle of 
New York and another witness yet 
to be shown. 
Edge said scores of witnesses were 
in town and ready to testify and that 
the biggest job of the wets was to 
select time for them. 
If the hear­ 
ings were prolonged he could offer 
testimony for weeks, he declared. 
The advent of George 
Brennan, 
candidate for the democratic sena­ 
torial nomination in 
Illinois 
and 
Representative 
Vare, 
republican, 
Pennsylvania, candidate for the re­ 
publican senatorial nomination 
in 
Pennsylvania is not received 
with 
handclapping by the wets. 
Edge promised th a t the hearings 
would be confined to the presenta­ 
tion of facts by witnesses cognizant 
of the situation in all parts of the 
country and he did not intend 
to 
permit the “ m anufacture of political 
propaganda before the committee,” 
he said. 
“ We want evidence, not opinions,” 
Edge said. 
Although no decision has yet been 
reached 
it is hinted th at Brennan 
and Vare, who are running on wet 
platforms in their respective states, 
may be denied an opportunity to ap­ 
pear before the committee.

INDUSTRY PICTURED” 
W ashington, April 7.— The 
“ bil­ 
lion dollar bootleg industry” of New 
York, was pictured by Federal Dis­ 
trict Attorney Emory R. Buckner of 
New York before the senate 
beer 
hearings as pouring millions of gal­ 
lons of liquor 
into 
the 
market, 
spreading simultaneously corruption, 
bribery and fraud. 
Corrupt conditions, he charged, as 
existing in overburdened courts, and 
he asserted th at prohibition 
could 
not be enforced In the great metro­ 
politan district under him so long as 
bootleggers bribed juries. 
Sixty million gallons of diverted 
alcohol a year found their way into 
the bootleg trade

York,

WOUND INFLICTED IS BELIEVED 
TO BE A SLIGHT 
ONE 
Paris, 
April 
7.- (UP) 
Premier 
Bonito Mussolini was shot 
in 
the 
nose by an elderly woman today as 
he emerged from a building in Rome, 
according 
to 
despatches 
received 
here. 
His wound is believed to be 
slight. 
The premier maintained his com­ 
posure and Immediately gave orders 
to prevent public commotion as a re­ 
sult of the attempt against his life. 
A large crowd had gathered around 
the building to see the premier de­ 
part ami the would-be assassin was 
among them. 
Mussolini bas been the object of 
would-be assassins’ plots since Octo­ 
ber, 1922, when he organized and 
led the spectacular fascist march on 
Borne which unseated the existing 
government and placed Mussolini in 
office as premier. 
Mussolini erected a fascist state. 
In the creation of his new govern­ 
ment Mussolini found lilt ter opposi­ 
tion and In the early days the rise of 
fascism was marked with continued 
violence. 
Its enemies were attacked, 
slugged and beaten. 
They retaliat­ 
ed. Their headquarters and political 
clubs were raided and wrecked. The 
approved fascist manner of convinc­ 
ing a politician that opposition whs 
futile, was to seize him, 
force 
a 
large dose of castor oil 
down 
his 
throat and then parade him through 
the streets. 
Last autumn Mussolini was in the 
shadow of death from 
a 
plotter’s 
bullet. 
Ile was scheduled to speak 
from tho balcony of the Chigl Pal­ 
ace and on the morning of bls ap­ 
pearance a former army officer en­ 
gaged a room in a botel across the 
square. 
A few hours before Musso­ 
lini appeared on a balcony in full 
view from the windows of the hotel 
room, police entered the hotel, ar­ 
rested the of!lcer and seized an Aus­ 
trian rifle equipped with telescopic 
sights. 
The officer confessed. 
He 
had been betrayed by a person to 
whom he had entrusted his secret. 
Tin* trial and 
virtual 
acquittal 
last month of Americus Dumlnl and 
four other fascists, charged with the 
murder in June, 1924, of the social 
Isl deputy, Giacomo Matteotti, 
re­ 
aroused the opposition clamor against 
M uhko I ini’s repression. 
Matteotti died while a captive in 
the automobile of the five fascists on 
the eve of a speech in the chamber 
of deputies wherein he had planned 
to launch a powerful attack against 
fascism. 
Three of the defendants were sen­ 
tenced to terms In prison which will 
expire In June and the other 
two 
were acquitted. 
Mussolini’s opponents o u ts id e 
of 
Italy predicted when the Matteotti 
verdicts were announced that they 
prove to have been the knell of fas­ 
cism In Italy, but to bis critics Mus­ 
solini bas replied with a sweep of 
his hand indicating the changes in 
government ho has wrought. 
Since the Matteotti murder 
the 
opposition members of the chamber 
of deputies have refused to sit in the 
chamber, which passes laws at the 
orders of the premier.
